Mr. Kiiynrd added that Secretary Ol- 


ney greatly desired that there should 
he propounded a clear definition of the 
"settlements" by individuals in the dis- 
puted territory, which it vrns under- 
stood Great Britain wished excluded 
pom the proposed arbitration. 


Lord Salisbury, in reply, on March 


3, said his government readily con- 
curred in the suggestion and 
had 


[seat instructions to Sir Julian Pauuce- 
foU, directing him to discuss the ques- 
tion, either with the Venezuelan repre- 
sentative or tho United States, acting- 
is the friend of Venezuela. He had 
u!;ed the secretary of state of the col-

In the instructions Sir Julian is told 


that all matters in dispute can not be 
referred to arbitration, that neither 
government is willing to accept arbi- 
tration upon issues involving national 
honor or integrity, but within this 
wide region the United States desires 
to go further than Great Britain. 


Secretary Olney in reply, April 11, de- 


clares that Lord Salisbury's proposal* 
are welcomed with the keenest appre- 
ciation of their value and of the en- 
lightened and progressive spirit which 
animates thcm. But by the direction 
of the president 
he 
proposes 
a

Provided, however, that either con- 


gress or parliament may withdraw the 
same from the operation of this treaty, 
or if congress or parliament be. not ir 
session, any matters in dispute shall 
not be submitted to arbitration until 
these bodies have had opportunity 
to 
take 
action 
therein. 
In 
the 


cases of controversies, the award shall 
be final if concurred in by all the arbi- 
trators. 
If assented to by a majority 


only the award shall be final unless 
one of the parties within three months 
of its promulgation, shall protest in 
writing to the other that the award is 
erroneous in respect of issue of fact or of 
law. In every such case, the award shall 
be reviewed by a court composed of 
three supreme judges of Great Britain 
and the United States, who shall agree 
upon three learned and impartial jur- 
ists to be added to said court in ease 
they shall be equally divided upon the 
award to be made. The award of the 
court so constituted whether rendered 
unanimously or by a majority vote 
shall be final. 


These amendments Secretary Olney 


argues make all disputes prima facie 
arbitrable and places and puts whore 
it belongs in congress and parliament 
the right and power to decide whether 
they are arbitrable or demand asser- 
tion 
by 
force 
of 
arms. By the 


scheme 
as 
amended 
the 
contro- 


versy 
is 
finally 
ended, 
whereas, 


under the original proposition there 
would be an award only in the cases in 
which the six appellate arbiters fa- 
vored it, either as unanimously or by 
a majority of five to one. Mr. Olney 
thinks such arrangements would be 
dangerous. In all cases in which the 
arbitrators are equally 
divided 
or 


stood four to two, public feeling in 
each country would be aroused by the 
protracted proceedings and the chances 
of a peaceful outcome would be rather 
prejudiced than promoted. It is also 
pointed out that the United States hav- 
ing no European alliances has more to 
fear than Great Britain 
from 
the 


bias of foreign judges. 
Secretary 


Olney finally contends that to in- 
sist 
u pon 
an 
arbitration scheme 


so 
constructed 
that 
miscarriages 


of 
justice 
can 
never 
occur 


is to insist upon the unattainable, and 
is equivalent to a relinquishment alto- 
gether of the effort in behalf of a gen- 
eral system of international arbitra- 
tion. An approximation to truth re- 
sults which, on the average and in the 
long run, conform to right and justice 
—is all that the lot of humanity per- 
mits us to expect from any plan. 


In conclusion Secretary Olney says: 


"It only remains to observe that if the 
amendments should prove acceptable, 
no reason is perceived why the pendin"1 
Venezuelan boundary dlspxite should 
not be brought within the treaty by 
express 
words 
of 
inclusion. 
If, 


however, 
no 
treaty 
for 
general 


arbitration 
can 
now 
be 
expect- 


ed, it 
can 
not 
be 
improper to 


add that the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute seems to offer a good opportunity 
for one of those tentative experiments 
of arbitration which, as Lord Salisbury 
justly intimates, would be of decided 
advantage as tending to indicate the 
lines upon which a scheme for general 
arbitration can be judiciously drawn."

escape, Maceo shouted to his followers:

As he uttered the last word a 
rifle ball struck rhim in the back of the 
neck and passed through his head, 
emerging between his eyes. The vol- 
ley that killed Jose Maceo also slew his 
friend, Dr. Peructo Echavarria, and 
several members of his staff.

_NEW YORK, July 18.—The Western 
Union Telegraph company has

ranged to send a free bulletin service

for his retirement. 


Tillman went further than his spon-

When 
he got through it was so palpable, 
from the deep and sullen silence that 
reigned in the hall, that he had insul- 
ted the patriotism of every person .who 
heard his words, and had outraged the 
liberty of speech accorded him under 
the rules of this convention, that Sen- 
ator Jones, of Arkansas, the leader of 
the majority, felt that it was .his duty 
to repudiate what the South Carolinian 
had said." 


Was that a convention of Anarchists 


and traitors? 
The Sun had much 


more at the same time to the same 
effect. 
The Herald described the same 


incident in the same way. 
On Sunday 


its dispatches said of Bryan: 


"It must be said of this young man 


of thirty-six that ho is bearing his 
honors withbecoimng dignity and with- 
out losing his self poise. He has stood 
about the hotel among his firends, 
in a wrinkled alpaca coat, all day 
long, receiving 
congratulations and 


asking advice. He has ignored much 
of the advice and substituted his own 
views. 
One of these is that the gold 


standard men must be placated. This 
of itself has been sufficient to make 
Altgeld saw the air and send Tillman 
off to commune with himself.'' 


The free silver plank in the platform 


may have 
been a mistake, but in 


view of thef act that each house of 
congress has repeatedly voted for free 
silver, by large majorities, within the 
last twenty years, with McKinley and 
Carlisle voting on the same side, it is 
rather late in the day to say that such 
a mistake is a signal of revolution. 
In no other respect can the platform 
bo subjected to a definite criticism. 
There is a wild, inarticulate yell of 
abuse, but nothing that gives any in- 
formation of specific faults. 
Ic can 


hardly bo considered a crime to sug- 
gest that a decision of the supreme 
court, obtained by fhe change of heart 
of a single justice, by which the unan- 
imous decisions of the court for a hun- 
dred years were overthrown, may not 
bo permanent. 
Marshall 
and Chase 


were not Anarchists, and the idea 
that the priuoliples of law that pro- 
vailed when they were on the bench 


may eventually be restored is not die-' 
respectful to the supreme court as an 
institution, although 'it may not bo 
greeable to 
the one justice who 


hanged 
bio mind. There is • an 


abundant scope for auti-silver work in 
he east. Cool, reasonable arguments, 
ree from vituperation or- falsehood, 
hould be able to elect a sufficient num- 
>er of sound money congressmn to in- 
ure the maintenance of a safe finan- 
;ial policy. The one thing that will 
mdanger that result Will be such a 
campaign of wholesale class abuse as 
will smother the silver quesiton in a 
general social fend.—N. Y. Journal.

in so from the board of health, such 
oenmt to bo granted bf said board 
through its clork.on condition that none 
hnt pVe and undiluted milk be sold 
in the city, subject to the approval of 


tl]D iniik inspector or health officer and 
the correct answering of all questions 
necessary to obtain the same. 
All per- 


mits issued shall expire semi-aunually 


ou the first day of January and the first 
diiv of July of each year, unless for 
good cause the board, the health officer 
or the milk inspector shall cancel it 


Section 2. It shall he unlawful to 


offer for sale in the city of Portsmouth, 
unless sold as an inferior article and 
plainly marked as such, milk -which 
shall be any lower than the following 
standard: Water 88 per cent., solids 
13 per cout., one-fourth of which solids 
must be fat, except during the mouths 
of May and June when milk contain- 
ing less than 13 per cent, of milk 
solids shall be deemed to be not of 
good standard quality. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful in 


the delivery of milk in the city of 
Portsmouth, to use any vehicle which 
has not painted thereon plainly and 
legibly, the name of the owner, the 
umuber of his permit from the board 
of health and the location of his dairy. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 


any grocer, baker or any other person 
to offer for sale^r sell milk without 
the name or names of the dairymen 
from whom the milk on sale was ob- 
tained, posted up in a conspicuous 
place wherever such milk may be sold 
or kept for sale. 


Section a. It shall be unlawful to 


offer, havo for sale or sell in the city 
of 
Portsmouth, •. any 
unwholesome, 


watered or diluted milk, or milk from 
cows that are kept tied up in stables, 
or that feed on swill, garbage or other 
like substances, or any butter 
or 


cheese made from any such milk; pro- 
vided, however, that milk commonly 
called "skim milk" may he sold or 
offered for sale as such, hut the cans or 
vessels containing such milk must be 
plainly labeled in large letters, "SKIM- 
MED MILK." 


Section G. All permits issued for the 


sale of milk shall state the name of 
the applicant to whom the permit is is- 
sncd, which permit is not 
transfer- 


ahle, his residence and place of doing 
business, the number of cows owned 
and tised for dairy purposes, the acre- 
age of pasture, daily quantity of milk, 
the articles of food used, and such 
other information as may be desired by 
the board, or milk inspector, all of 
which information must be correctly 
given by the applicant. 
All permits 


issued shall be numbered consecutive- 
ly, beginning with one. Any false or 
untrue information given by the appli- 
cant shall be ground to forfiet the per- 
mit granted. 


Section 7. The milk inspector shall 


frequently examine the sanitary con- 
dition of all cow stables, and cows of 
all persons selling milk within the 
«ty, reporting the same to the board 
of health. Ho shall include in his. re- 
port the same information required for 
the issuance of a permit, and further, the

"These are the basic principles upon
